COUNCIL REPORT

The Forestbrook Elementary School Family experienced a wonderful 2000-2001
school year. Our students and staff achieved success at a variety of levels.

Being named Palmetto’s Finest and gaining recognition as a National Blue Ribbon
School of Excellence were the school’s greatest achievements.

In 2000-2001, Forestbrook Elementary received Horry County School's
Pacesetter Award for outstanding student achievement in meeting PACT performance
goals. Forestbrook had 100% participation in Personalized Learning Plan
conferences and in signing school compacts. An Arts in Education Grant allowed
for the installation of Music in Education keyboards, while a $6,000 Education
Improvement Grant provided for integration of Spanish across the curriculum.
Fourth grade students and teachers continued their participation in the Council
for Basic Education's Schools Around the World program. Before and after school
tutorial programs, as well as Saturday School, were implemented for students
needing additional academic assistance. During the year, over 300 educators from
across the United States visited to observe Forestbrook's exemplary programs.
